The East St. Louls e Suburban electric 
railway kept communication open with 
Be.leville. yesterday by heroic measures. 

While the water was only about a foot 
deep over the crowa of the turnpike, the 
cars could not be operated through it be- 
cause the tracks at either side of the road 
are considerably lower. Cars ran on each 
side to the water's edge, and passengers 
were transported across the water in wag- 
ons. 

The trip was not without its dangers. On 
either side of the turnpike there were 
banks which offered good opportunity for 
upsets,-as the surface of the water did not 
ind'cate where they were. 

Nothing happened to the passenger wag- 
ons, but several other wagons went over 
the banks.

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HOW ANOTHER FLOOD 
CAN BE PREVENTED

„After the deluge, what?’’ is the question which the people of the 
Mississippi Valley, centering in St. Louis and the group of cities and 
towns. around, are asking as the destructive waters of the Mississippi 
recede after the most severe ravages in the memory of two generations. 

St. Louis engineers answer the question by prescribing heroic 
remedies—public enterprises that will cost vast sums of money, expendi- 
tures justified only by the magnitude of 


the damage which has been 


A levee on the east bank of the Mississippi, from Alton to a point 
below St. Louis, is declared by engineering experts to be a prime neces- 
sity for the prevention of future disaster. 

Supplementary measures, it is agreed, are also necessary. Among 
these suggested are large reservoirs for the relief of the river at high 
stages, and the building of a wide railroad embankment, of the most 
rugged material, around the city of East St. Louis. 

The engineers who have given their views to the Post-Dispatch say 
that the chief danger is that the damage done by the present flood will 
be too soon forgotten, and that the inhabitants of the territory now 
under water will again fancy themselves secure or hope that the next 
big flood will not come for many years. 

In opposition to this spirit, they urge that the enterprise be at once 
taken up on a large scale, that under the spur of necessity large sums 
be raised and that government aid be sought. |

The matter of preventing a recurrence of 
disaster to Bast St. Louis and the interests 
of the two cities is one that should be un-

There are two things to be accomplished 
First, the protection of the agricultural

Frisco and Rock Island system I haven't 
been consulted about it. Nobody has said, 
‘Will you or won't you?’ 

I should think if there is any scheme 


like that afoot somebody in addition to the 
newspapers would have tipped me off. As 
it is, I know absolutely nothing about any 
such turn of affairs. 

Thus spoke Benjamin F. Yoakum, at the 
Head of the Frisco, designated by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan as one of the ablest rallroad 
men the country has produced. But what 
Mr. Yoakum says does not necessarily 
mean that he is not going to be made the 
head of the most extensive system of rail- 
roads in the middle West. 

Whether he has heard of it or not the 
railroad men of the country believe he 18 
slated to succeed President W. B. Leeds 
and direct the affairs of the new combina- 
tion. , 

Mr. Yoakum, as head of the Frisco, is of 
great interest to St. Louis because that 
road has always been controlled by resi- 
dents of this city, and every action of the 
president to advance it has met with the 
promptest approval and encouragement 
here. Indeed St. Louisans take a sort of 
pride in the Frisco, and the pang felt when 
the announcement of the sale of the Rock 
Island was made, a feeling that they were 
in some manner losing their fdentity, has 
been driven away by the announcement 
that Mr. Yoakum {is to direct the consoli- 
dated lines. 

St. Louis feels that he is running the 
whole thing anyhow—has lost nothing and 
has gained much. 

Railroad men in Chicago regard it as a 
practical certainty that Mr. Yoakum wil! 
be elected president of the Rock Island 
system.

Mr. Williamson Is at Present 


Pastor of the Third Baptist , 
Church in This City. 


Special dispatches to the Post-Dispatch 
frem Boston last night stated that Rev. 
Dr. Wiiliam J. Williamson, pastor of the 
Third Baptist Church of St. Louls, would 
in all probability be called to be pastor of 
the Tremont Temple Church in that city. 

Dr. Williamson said last night that he 
hardly thought the information was Au- 
thoritative. 

In speaking of his relations with the 
church he said: . 

J have been asked to preach at Tremont 2 
Temple the last two Sundays in July. ; 

“The pulpit has had no permanent min- 
ister for almost two years and considera- 
ble effort has been made to get Dr. Lort- 
mer to return from New York to again 
take up the work there and the last call 
was sent to him only about a week ago. 

“Tremont Temple is a downtown church 
in a big office building, and is regarded 
ag the best Baptist appointment in the 
Cnited States and the pastor there preaches 
to many of the guests of the Boston Ho- 
tels. 

“Since the pulpit has been open, the con- 
gregation has asked many ministers: from 
the different cities to preach there, and 
most of them have accepted. I have never 
preached in Boston. 

“It would be a surprise to me if I should 
be called to the pulpit, as i have had no 
cerrespondence with the congregation in 
relation te a call, and should not think 
they would extend one so soon after their 
last call to Dr. Lorimer.’’ 

The Tremont Temple Church pays about 
$20,000 annually to the pastor. Dr. Wil- 
famson has been pasor of the Third Bap- 
tist Church almost two years. dle lives 
at 5017 Morgan street.

Prince Peter accepted the conditions. As goon as the conspirators obtained 
this assurance that the kingdom would have a new sovereign, they decided to 
kill King Alexander and Queen Draga. 

: Col. Maschin, Queen Draga's brother4n-law, was the leader of the conspir- 
ators. 

At midnight they proceeded from a restayrant to the palace, and forced the 
door leading to the royal apartments, uSing dynamite. When the officers en- 
tered they could find nobody. The Kingand Queen having concealed themselves. 
For two whole hours the officers hunted through every nook and corner of the 
royal apartments without success. Then they found the king’s adjutant, La- 
tar Petrovics, and compelled him to leaj them to the King’s hiding place. He 
took them to the bathroom and pointed to a secret door in the wall, opening 
upon a staircase leading te the roof. Behind this door crouched the King and 
Queen. When the conspirators were assured of their prey, they promptly shot 
and killed the adjutant. 

Meanwhile the King fell upon h‘s Knees and begged for life, offering to yield 
to every demand, to sign any document, to agree to loa ve the country, or to send 
Queen Draga away—anything, everything, if they only would not kill him. 

The officers answered roughly, It is too late,” and fired at him. 

The Queen also fell on her knees and asked pardon for her conduct, but one 
of the officers, calling her a degrading epithet, told her she had been queen 
long enough. 

One of the conspirators, after submitting the Queen to gross 
slashed her with his sword and the other officers fired at her. 

The King was also slashed with sabers. 

The conspirators then dragged the King and Queen into the front apart- 
ments and threw them over the balcony upon the lawn in front of the palace, 
which is separated from the street by an open iron fence. 

The King and Queen lived for one and two hours efterwards. 

Meanwhile two of the officers summoned the Queen's two brothers from 
their home to the house of the commander of the Belgrade division, where they 
were offered a glass of water and told to bid each other farewell. In the very 
moment they embraced each other the officers shot and killed them. 

One hundred soldiers. commanded by two Officers, at the same time sur- 
rounded the house of Minister of War Pavlovics, and summoned him to open 
the door. The minister looked from a window and the soldiers fired at him 
wound:ng him. 

The Russian military attache, who lived in the same house. hearing the 
nolse, rose and dressed himself in his Russ'an uniform and attempted to re- 
move the minister to his apartment. The officers ordered him to go away, and 
he, seeing the hopelessness of the situation, departed. The soldiers then entered 
the house and shot and killed the minister, whose body was left on the floor and 
was not discovered until 10 o’clock in the morning, when it was found by his 
son-in-law and daughter, who had escaped. 

Since the tragedy occurred the real fic.s of an attempt upon the persons of 
the King and Queen à month ago have become known. The conspirators at that 
time engaged the gervices of a young Bohemian, the son of a tailor Nving in Bel. 
grade. He obtained a position in the kitchen of the Grand Hote! of Bolgrade to 
learn cookery. He proved so inteiligent that 4 Iittle later he was given employ- 
ment in the royal kitchen. Here ata n he proved very efficient and was intrust- 
ed with the duty of preparing the food for the royal table, taking it from the 
cooking utensils and placing it in dishes, which he handed to lackeys He now 
began to appear very prosperous and took French lessons. He camo one day to 
his teacher, a widow I!ving in Belgrade, in a jubilant State, wearing a hew suit 
of clothes and saying that he was earning 160 dinars (about $32) a month. The 
sams evening, while preparing a dish for the King. he mixed po son with the food.

The carpets were carried into the garden, 
where soldiers tried to wash away the 
stains by throwing buckets of water upon 
them. 

The blood flowed over the floor, penetrat- 
ing the woodwork.

Capt. Iskovitch, One of the Principal Actors in 
Great Tragedy, Gives Details of Royal

BELGRADE, Servia, June 13.—Capt. Isko- 


vitch, one of the pringipal actors in the 
bloody tragedy at the palace, dictated to- 
day for the correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch the following statement of the man- 
ner in which the murders were committed. 


BY CAPI. ISKOVITCH 


The 90 army officers in the plot were com- 
posed of dlegates from all of the provis- 
tonal garrisons, so the entire army was 
represented. The chief actors were offi- 
cers of the S'xth Infantry and a detail of 
the oldest cadets from the Belgrade mili- 

tary school. The leader was Col, Peter 
“Misic. 

All the conspirators met Wednesday even 
ing at the officers’ mess in the Kalimegdan 
Gardens. They then received the informa- 
tion that the moment had arrived for act- 
ing. Some had come from the Royal Pal- 
‘ace, where the Queen had held a reception 
for the leading members of the Beigrade 


After a dinner at which the Queen had 


at the reception, and just at dusk, the 
choral societies sang in the front garden 
‘of the palace, giving a serenade in her 
honor. 

The Queen listened to the music seated 
on the broad terrace, sustained by the col- 
ums at the main entrance to the palace, 
in company with the King, her family, 
Members of the court and several high of- 
ficers of the army.

The conspirators walked around 
the palace into the paved court yard,

The stairway, corridors and anterooms

Not a servant was to be seen, 
but in the anteroom of the King’s bed- 
chamber Adjutant-General Petrovic, who 
was sleeping on @ camp bed, jumped up, 
sword in hand, as the officers poured into 
the small room.

Petrovic spread out his arms as if to pro- 
tect the door of the apartment, whereupon 
best marksman among the conspira- 
tors fired point blank at him.

With characteristic qualities, the flunk- 
eys, who in ordinary times filled the rooms 
in their gold and blue liveries, fled on hear- 
ing the first firing and have not appeared 
since. 

Latest developments confirm the Post- 
Dispatch’s special of June 11 that King 
Alexander lived in a state of terror during 
the last weeks of his life. 

Hach night soldiers of the foreign legion 
searched the palace from roof to cellar, 
peering into dark corners for bombs, the 
form in which the King thought that death 
would come to him. 

Each night he was locked securely in 
his bedchamber by the adjutant in the 
presence of the palace commander. He did 
not dleam that this same adjutant and the 
captain of the palace guards were traitors, 
and that they would open thé doors to the 
assassins and take part in his murder. 

Among the rumors that have received 
credence is one that Queen Draga had 
been preparing for flight for weeks and that 
she was ready to fly independently of the 
King, who was supposed to be gradually 
growing reconciled to the project of mis 
divorcee from Draga and his marriage with 
Princess Xenla of Montenegro. 
Conspirators Bound 

to End Dynasty. 

The conspirators, familiar with this, and 
fearing that Alexander's marriage to 
Princess Xenia might continue the Obreno- 
vitch dynasty, hurriedly completed their 
plans of extermination. 

Lately King Alexander tried vainly to be- 
come reconciled with exiled Servians, which 
also increased the anxiety of the con- 
spirators. 

The Belgrade fire department is busy 
cleaning the Konak palace, while officers 
of the regency are making a careful search 
for court archives, which they are most 
anxious to appropriate. They hope to find 
private papers of the late King Milan, of 
Alexander and of Draga which will justify 
the wholesale assassinations. Col. Mas- 
chin is making an inventory of the posses- 
sions of the dead King and Queen. 

Queen Draga’s two youngest sisters, girls 
not quite grown up, were sent out of the 
country today, being escorted 
Danube to Panescova and told they must 
not return.

Its people are fine-looking, good- 
hearted and courageous. The Servian is 
a fighting man from the ground up. The 
Servian woman is fair to see. 

“I have ever found Russian and Servian 
ladies of the upper classes to be open- 
hearted, naturally bewitching and captil- 
vating, without artificial manners, highiy 
| educated, accomplished linguists, and far 
| Superior to more than one nation on the 
continent of Europe. They could be com- 
pared only with American ladies. 

It would be a mistake to suppose Servia 
a country in which lack of intelligence or 
education would serve to make the murder 
of the royal pair and their associates as 
any less awful in the mind of the Servian 
nation than it appears to the people of 
America. 

“We will hear more—much more—from 
Servia. Belgrade is but a small city. Onty 
two regiments of the army were stationed 
there when the crime was committed. The 
Prince Karageorgevitch has not been pro- 
claimed king of Servia by the army. The 
army is scattered throughout Servia. It 
consists of some 60,000 men. The regi- 


ments in Belgrade are b ‘ 
across the | ut a small portion 


of the whole army. We have no reason 
to suppose that what they have done will 
meet with the approval of the entire 
Serviin army, or that the Karageorgevitch 
party will have the army’s and people's 
undivided support. The effect of the coup 
may be quite different. 

“Twenty-seven years ago I held in my 
arms the King who was murdered laat 
Wednesday night. He was a baby then. 
Natalle, his mother, brought him to me. 


She was the daughter of a Russian, and 
Minister Tudorovics has succumbed to à good woman, whose honor I have been 


always quick to defend. Her marriage with 
Milan was unfortunate. I have no defense 
for him. Not only did he treat his wife 
shamefully, but he forfeited all respect at- 
taching to himself, violated that reverence 
which a Servian extends to his King, and 
set a bad example for his son. 

The murdered King was ratsed in an at- 
mosphere of intrigue which cannot be com- 
prehended until one has been in Servia or 
one of the countries of Pastern Europe. 
The intelligence and energy of a certain 
element are bent to securing and holding 
power. 

Believes Trap Was 

Set for Alexander. 

“Jc is a bold theory, but I am con- 
vinced that Alexander finally fell into a 
trap which the enemies of his house set 
for him long ago, and that Draga. his 
queen, was a tool of the Karageorgevitch 
faction. I am compelled to belleve that 
her marriage to Alexander was planned as 
the means by which the King migt: be 
dragged down until, disgusted with his de- 
generacy, the poeple should dethrone him 
and have done with his house. 

“The assissination of the King and 
Queen may be better understood when it 
is known that the royal family in Servi 
lives in much simpler fashion that ob- 
tains in the ordinary monarchy. une pal- 
ace at Belgrade is about such a structure 
as the White House at Washington. The 
royal family matntains there a court. 
which in etiquette and formality, tg much 
the same as that of all royalty. But there 
is less ostentation, less elaboration, and 
the monarch 's not 8 Inaccessible as 
kings ordinarily are.

State of Panama Is Ready to 
Secede From Columbia if 
the Present Treaty Is Re- 
jected. 


ROOSEVELT SAID T0 
ENCOURAGE THE IDEA 


\New Government Would Be 


Instantly Recognized and 
Supported by the Influence 
of the United States.

WASHINGTON, June  13.—Information 
has reached this city that the state of 
Panama, which embraces all of the pro- 
posed canal zone, stands ready to secede 
from Columbia and enter into a canal 
traaey with the United States if Colombia 
refuses to ratify the canal treaty, which 
now seems likely. 

President Roosevelt is determined to have 
the Panama canal route. He has no in- 
tention of beginning negotiations for the 
Nicaragua route. 

The views of the President are known to 
be that, as the United States has spent mil- 
Mons of dollars in ascertaining which route 
is most feasible, and as three different min- 
isters from Colombia have declared their 
government willing to grant every conces- 
sion, he considers it unfair to the United 
States and unjust to the people, after this 
great expenditure of money, that the best 
route cannot be obtained. 

Advices here daily indicate great opposi- 
tion to the canal treaty at Bogota. Its 
defeat seems certain, for two reasons: 


Why Treaty 
Is Held Up. 

1. The greed of the Colombian govern- 
ment, which insists on a largely increased 
payment for the property and concession. 

2. Certain factions have worked themselves 


fnto a frenzy over the alleged relinquish- 


ment of sovereignty to lands necessary for 
building the canal. 

The state of Panama, in the view of 
es citizens, is equal to the remainder of 
Colombia. 

Two years ago the citizens of this state 
prepared a form of government and were 
ready to establish the republic of Pan- 
ama. 

The making of this plan operative at that 
time was considered inexpedient, but it is 
now ready for prompt execution. 

It is known that suggestions have been 
communicated to representatives of the 
Administration.

In return the President of the United 


States would be asked to promptly recog- 
‘nize the new government when established, 
and at once appoint a minister to negotiate 
and sign a canal treaty.

May Be Abrogated. 

President Roosevelt is said to strongly 
tu vor this plan, if the treaty is rejected. 
he treaty of 1846, by which the United 
States guarantees the sovereignity of Co- 
lombia over the isthmus of Panama, is 
now construed as applicable only to foreign 
interference, and mot to the uprisings of her 
own people. 

The formal abrogation of the treaty of 
1846. is, however, under consideration. 

It is known that the cabinet favors the 
President’s idea of recognizing the repub- 
lic of Panama, if necessary to secure the 
canal treaty. 

The President has been in consultation, 
both personally and by wire, with leadilg 
senators and has received unanimous er 
couragement. 

It is intended to wait a reasonable time 
for action by the Colombian congress, 
which convenes June 20 and then, if noth- 
ing is done, to make the above plan opera- 


ve. 

According to information received here, 
a bitter fight is being made on the treaty 
by representatives of foreign governments 
at Bogotaand by the Transcontinental 
railro7d interests D to any canal.

Chamberlain’s Stand Far 
Worse Than Gladstone’s 
Over Home Rule. 


NEITHER PARTY READY 
FOR GENERAL ELECTION 


As Much Concern Felt About United 
States Friendship as Profit for 
Colonies and Decline of 
Trade,

LONDON, June 13.—The ministertal crisis 

over Joseph Chamberlain’s preferential 
tariff scheme has lost its acute phase, and 
there is a temporary lull. But his action 
has shaken the government to its founda- 
tions, has unsettled the political parties, 
has caused profound unrést in commercial 
and financial circles, and is producing a 
state of affairs which can only be remedied 
by the decision of the constituencies. 

From a parliamentary stendpoint, Mr. 
Chamberlain's position is infinitely worse 
than Gladstone’s was when the latter first 
promulgated his home-rule policy. With 
the exception of a few known protection- 
ists, not a single man of importance sup- 
ports him. Those ministerialists who have 
not already declared hostilities are hesitat- 
ing. 

The effect his policy may have on the 
relwtions between Great Britain and the 
United States is causing as much concern 
as the risk of exciting friction with the 
colonies. As neither party is prepared for 
a general election now, it will not be taken 
until fall or next spring. 

Meantime the predominant view is that 
Mr. Chamberlain has over-reached himself 
and that the country will never consent to 
give him a free hand to tamper with its 
fiscal policy, on which, rightly or otherwise, 
the practically universal conviction is that 
its prosperity is founded. 

Sir John Gorst, M. P., one of the English 
politicians of most experience, until re- 
cently parliamentary secertary of the board 
of education, was asked by the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent for his opinion on the 
practicability of preferential treatment for 
Canada. , 

“It is ridiculous,” he argued, “for Mr. 
Chamberlain to imagine it. As far as Cana- 
Ga is concerned, if Great Britain had any 
cards to play against the United States, 
all the United States would need to do to 
checkmate us would be to abolish the tariff 
along the Canadian frontier. What on 
earth could we do to bid against that? 

“Is there any necessity for regarding the 
United States as an enemy? Not the least. 
It is simply perpetrating an Anglo-Saxon 
schism at a time when the United States 
has very nearly prepared one in the Mon- 
roe doctrine. I believe that the Americans 
would fight rather than see Great Britain 
beaten by a European combination.”’ 

“But is there not a panic about British 
thade deciming? the correspondent asked. 

Perhaps,“ Sir John answered, but it is 
not justified by any figures that it is pos- 
sible to obtain. The rise of German trade, 
upon which Mr. Chamberlain enlarges, is 
due first to the fact that commercially 
Germany is a new country. and, secondly, 
to the fact that Germany educates her 
work people. Tariffs will not help us in 
such a situation.’’

The Cunninguam 
home is deep in the water. 

When the water crept about the house 
Thursday the boy was playing in the 
ard. nconscious of flood and suffering 
e waded about and finally reached tne 
mainland. In his sport he had sp. aed 
water all over himself and his clo.nes 
were scaked. 

His grandmother was rescued later by a 
Skit. but the boy had wandered away and 
had been picked up by a policeman who 
turned him over to the relief committee. 

The boy laughed and prattled about the 
fun he nad in the water, b the commit- 
tee enrolled him as a flood refugee and 
started a search for the missing parents. 

Thursday night a cot was prepared for 
him in the Kinloch telephone office in the 
Arcade building. His wet clothes were 
dried while he slept. 

‘The little fellow looked almost drowned

Works on an Entirely New 
Plan and Appears to 
Be a Success. 


SHICAGO, June 13.—The smokeless Cha- 
go is. considered to be in sight by two in- 
ventors who are interested in a self-feeding 
grate and a smoke consuming device at- 
tached thereto which is not meant to al- 
low smoke and gases to rise higher than 
the surface of the furnace fires. The ma- 
chine is in a basement of 59 and 61 East 
Indiana street, where it is awaiting a final 
testing. The grate is of the general self- 
stoking variety, only that this grate moves 
steadily at the rate of four inches a min- 
ute instead of having the o!d ratchet move- 
ment so long in use. Coal is fed auto- 
matically from the hopper in front, while 
just back of the hopper is the feature of 


the machine. 
It is a fire arch made of fireclay and

that the smoke and gases generated under 
the hopper first rise to the top of this 
arch, and then, by means of a draft of 
hot air coming down from a hot air cham- 
ber in the arch, are driven downward 
again, striking the middle portion of the 
ate, where the fire is at its hottest. 
lere smoke, soot and gases are consumed, 
leaving only the heat to find its way 
through the boiler flues and into the chim- 


ney. 

The machine is the first of its kind that 
has been built under the new patents. 
It is 12 feet long, 7 feet wide, 5 feet high 
to the top of the coal hopper, and 2% feet 
to the top of the grate. F. Schneck and 
H. Straeten are the inventors. 

“It will make any kind of coal combus- 
tion smokeless, declares Mr. Schneck. 
“Chicago is disposed to burn cheaper coal 
every year, and this should make the town 
Smokeless in spite of that.”

ENTER PARLIAMENT 


John Redmond Invites New 
Yorker to Join in Ire- 
land’s Struggle. 


HE DECLINES, DECLARING 
VICTORY is ALREADY WON 


(House of Commons Rings With The 
Wearing of the Green” When Irish 
Party Banquets the Noted Orator. 


LONDON, June 19.—The deserted corri- 
dors of the House of Commons rang to- 
night with the strains of The Wearing of 
the Green’’ when the Irish party took pos- 
sesslon of Pariiament with a dinner in 
honor of Bourke Cockran of New York. 
John Redmond occupied the chair and all 
the leading Nationalists were present to 
hear Mr. Cockran make an impassioned 
speech, prophesying Ireland’s future pros- 
perity. 

The speech developed into one of the 
strongest indictments of Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain’s preferential program del‘v- 
ered on this side of the water. 

In proposing Mr. Cockran’s health, Mr. 
Redmond referred to him as one of the 
most powerful unofficial citizens of the 
United States, of whom the whole Irish 
race was proud, whose voice was one of 
the first to be heard against Spanish cruel- 
ty in Cuba. yet whose eloquence was con- 
sistently raised against American aggres- 
sion in the Philippines.“ The sentiment 


met with loud cheers. 
In honoring Mr. Cockran, said Mr. Red- 
mond, the Irish party honored the great 
friendly country of America, and the 
speaker closed with an eloquent appeal to 
Mr. Cockran to enter Parliament in be- 
half of the Nationalists, 

Mr. Cockran expressed his thanks for the 
great reception tendered him, but declined 


Mr. Redmond’s offer, saying: 

“I do not believe any man living can 
contribute to the success of the Irish cause, 
which is now a certainty.” 


Ready to Make 
Any Sacrifice. ' 
Mr. Cockran, however,. confessed himself 
willing to make any sacrifice if he thought 
it were really needed. With vivid oratory, 
he depicted Ireland's struggle for liberty, 


‘now on the verge of success, owing to 
the efforts of Mr. Redmond and other mem- 
bers of the party. He declared that the 
United States would not be a free republic 
today but for the intervention of France. 

“What the Irish people demand every 
country now possesses.’ 

He declared he was little concerned over 
the chances of the Irish people gaining 
their liberty, but much more so regarding 
the uses to which they would put it. He 
leaded strenuously for the development of 
trish cities, increased transportation facili- 
ties and the improvement of urban rather 
than rural conditions. 

“Tf the empire is to continue,“ said Mr. 
Cockran, 'the King will have to send for 
Mr. Redmond, for he d the only man in 
Parliament who controls a party. One of 
the featurés of the twentieth century is 
the decay of party Hfe.”’ 

The speaker then went.on to denounce 
Mr. Chamberlain's suggested change in 
British policy, which, he declared, was in- 
tended to make everybody rich by making 
the country poor.” 


Tears Chamberlain’s 
Plan to Shreds. 
He ridiculed the argument that the United 
States made Great Britain the dumping 


ground for its surplus goods and dissected 
the recent 1 speeches in Parlla- 
ment. based on Amerſcan prosperity, de- 
claring that the Peng | essence of the rela- 
tions between states is that none of them 
is ind ndent.“ 

Mr. Cochran traced the influence of the 
United States supreme court in settling 
interstate commerce problems, with the 
deduction that, in the last analysis. Mr. 
Chamberlain's scheme merely amounted to 
the declaration that some similar institu- 
tion te the supreme court of the United 
States must be created, and thet either the 
colonies must surrender their independence 
to England or England surrender hers to 
the colonies. There never has been any 
suggestion so fatal to the integrity of the 
empire. The essence of protection is to do 
business at a loss, and to remedy it by 
taxation and legislation. With us, the farm- 
er is despolled by the manufacturer. He 
is bound to give four bushels of wheat for 
a dozen stockings, instead of two. because 
he buys in a highly protected market.“ 

The speaker maintained that Irish emi- 
gration would never cease until Irishmen 
were given, in their own cities, as 
chances as they got abroad. The nd 
bill ought to provide this. Within the next 

eneration, he predicted, Ireland would be 

‘blooming like a garden and bil panne 
like spring. This counter will see Irelan 
awakened and bearing that lamp of ma- 
terial progress, justice and humanity be- 
fore the footsteps of the human race 
throughout the world.“

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ALASKA TRADE 


~~ TS $20,000,000 


Estimates Made by Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics Do 


Not Include Gold 
Output. 


WASHINGTON. June 13—The com- 
merce of Alaska during the fiscal year 
which ends with this month, seems likely 
to aggregate more than $20,000,000, exclusive 
of gold. 

The treasury bureau of statistics is now 
collecting and publishing monthly state- 
ments of the shipments of merchandise to 
and from Alaska. This information is now 
being collected under an act recently 
passed by Congress at the recommenda- 


authority to collect statistics of the com- 
merce between the United States and its 
non-contiguous territory. Under its opera- 
tion the value of the merchandise passing 
from the United States into Alaska and 
from Alaska to the various poris of the 
United States is now for the first time 
presented. 

The figures of shipments from the ports 
of the United States to Alaska during the 
ten months ending with April, 1903, ag - 
gregate $6,831,070 of merchandise, and 5104, 


359 of gold and silver coin. 


Shipments of 
Merchandise. 

During the month of April the total ship- 
ments of merchandise to Alaska amounted 
to $2,581,784; and as the opening months of 
the season are those of heavy shipments to 


shipments to Alaska during this first flas- 
cal year in which their value is measured 
will aggregate between $10,000,000 and $12,- 
000,000. 


A similar statement of the shipments 
from Alaska to the United States, which 
is also published, shows the total value for 
ten months to be $10,000,000 of merchandise. 
In addition to this the shipments of gold 
ore from Alaska, produced in United States 
territory, amount to 14.309. 498. 

The shipments of foreign“ gold ore 
from Alaska during the period, by which 
is meant that from the Klondike territory 
(Canadian) reaching the United States 
through Alaska. aggregated for the same 
period $10,972,454.

The largest single item is manufactures 
of iron and steel, $1,616,604, of which 3789, 
618 is tin plates and sheets, chiefly for use 
in manufacturing cans for the salm 
canneries.

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MATRIMONY AND LONGEVITY. 


The recently compiled suicide statistics of Prof. Balley of Yale 
Gieclose the fact that the number of suicides among married 


men in the United States !s considerably greater than among! 


bachelors. 

Before this is accepted as an argument against matrimony, it 
will ve well to consider other evidence, especially that of the 
learned and laborious Dr. Farr. 

His statistics show that out of every given thousand men be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 30, 14.87 bachelors died annually, while 
among married men between the same Ages, the death rate was 
only 7.24 in the thousand. 

On such statistics as this in connection with his 
‘searches, the not less learned and laborious Dr. Stark goes bo- 
‘yond Dr. Farr to the conclusion that “bachelorhood is more 
destructive to life than the most unwholesome trades or than 
residence in an unwholesome house or district where there has 
never been the most distant attempt at sanitary improvement.” 

This seems to lead to the conclusion that considered as a dis- 
order, bachelorhood is more dangerous than diphtheria. Another 
very learned and laborious investigator explains, however, that 
the mortality among bachelors is due to the elimination of im- 
perfect types under the law of natural sélection.” By this he 
means simply that the bachelors who die are so unfit for matri- 
mony that no one will select them and that when they die it is 
because they are neither fit to marry nor to live. 

This, however, removes one difficulty only to menace bachelors 
with a greater danger. It seems on the whole that their best 
hope of longevity 1s to defy Prof. Balley's statistics and pro- 
pose as soon as possible with the determination to go on doing 
80 as often as. necessary.

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FLOODS SHOULD BE BENEFICIAL. 


The Post-Dispatch has already called attention to the fact 
that floods should he a blessing, instead of working death and 
destruction. In this part of the country, where every drop of 
water is needed later on in the season, the spring flood would be 
welcomed if storage reservoirs and canals were constructed to 
conserve the flood waters. 

We know many things of wich the ancient Egyptians were 
ignorant. But in the matter of water management, we have up 
to this time refused to learn from them. although they made 
their great floods work to the upbullding and enrichment * 
thelr country. 

A rise in the waters of the Nile of 18 or 20 feet is looked upon as 
ecanty. The people watch anxiously for more. From 24 to 27 feet 
is a good inundation. With the system of canals, reservoirs 
and flood gates, this water is guided. controlled and stored 
leaving its wealth of alluvial soil behind it when it 18 permitted 
gradually to recede. 

The British government is spending millions of pounds to re- 
store and improve this water system of the wise old Pharaohs. 


' What are we doing in the way of controlling and utilizing our 


mighty rivers? Practically nothing. We merely squander a few 
millions in feeble attempts to protect ourselves, treating 
rivers as enemies rather than benefactors. 

If the money put into levees were expended in canals and 
reservoirs, the flood waters would have room to spread without 
causing destruction. And the water thus saved would be of i¢ 
estimable value in enriching the country.

Con- 
tracts for erection of projected buildings have been broken and 
plans cf tenants have been disarranged at critical times. Mu- 
llons more are wasted by these dislocations which can never be 
recovered. And this ruinous strugg.e might have been pre- 
vented by the application betimes of the remedy which, aiter 
six weeks, has restored sanity and health. Tho strike is settled 
after a calm, dispassicnate discuss on and intevchange of views. 
The parties to the struggle met, talked it over and made peace. 
Concillation and common sense did in an hour what fighting 
and mutual destruction never could do. 

It is not the first experience of the kind. Time and again 
employers and employes fall out, fight, and after heavy loss 
do the sensible thing. 

There is everything to gain and nothing to lose by moderation, 
good temper and common sense at the beginning, but the parties 
to these conflicts seem never to learn that the way to save loss 
is to prevent ft. 

It is hoped that the strikes of 1903 will open men’s eyes to this 
truth and result in a better temper, a more enlightened view 
and intelligent provision for the future. Conciliation or arbi- 
tration never have failed and they never will. The only question 
is whether this remedy shail be supplied as a preventive or as a 
healing agent. There ought to be but one answer to such a 
question.

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THE ADVANTAGES’ OF CIVILIZATION. 


The use of the telephone at Belgrade in connection with the 
assassination of the King and Queen is another striking incident 
of civilization and its uses for the purposes of barbariem. 

Owing to the great improvements of civilization in other direc- 
tions, we had in St. Louts, the day after the tragedy, a complete 
account of it in its minutest details. We actually know more of 
it from our newspapers than they learn in Belgrade from theirs. 

This is a triumph of journalism, of electricity and steam, of 
civilization in general. It enables us to compare barbarism in 
Belgrade where a palace is stormed and a royal family assassi- 
nated with barbarism in our own country when jails are stormed, 
so that prisoners can be täken out to be shot. hanged or burned. 

It is by a long series of such comparisons that we will get a 
controlling idea not only of the advantages of eivilization, but of 
what it is and what it means.

THE ABOLITION OF MIDDLE AGE.

Half a century ago a man of 4 was re- 
garded almost elderly and a woman of the 
same age was expected to have long since 
eut herself adrift from all ties binding 
her to her youth and to assume the appear- 
ance and deportments of a staid, exemplary 
matron. All this has changed in a partic- 
ularly interesting way, of which the promi- 
nent feature is a seeming contradiction. If 
the 3-year-old child of today is, as knowing 
as was the 6-year-old of half a century 
ago, and the 10-year-old boy of today is 
in many respects quite as much a man as 
was his grandfather at 18, one may natur- 
ally expect that In due graduation the mod- 
ern middle-aged man should be old beyond 
his years, But such is not the case. 

Middle age, so far from hurrying on into 
senility, so far even from standing still, 
would seem actually to have stepped back- 
ward and marched alongside of youth. 
There is a jauntiness, a buoyancy, an elas- 
ticity about the middle age of today at 
which our fathers would have shaken their 
heads as unseemly. The gulf which once 
seperated the middle-aged parent from his 
children has been filled up. The curtain 
which shrouded the middle-aged man gen- 
erally fromthe eyes of youth and which 
caused him to be regarded with respect, if 
not with awe, has been lifted, and in obedi- 
ence to the same influences which have 
made the schoolmaster the friend of the 
schoolboy and the regimental officer almost 
the comrade of his men, the middle-aged 
man of today is never so happy as when 
working or playing upon an equality with 
and actually in competition with, youth. 

As with men, so it is with women. So- 
cial statisticlans tell us that the age at 
which women are considered most eligible 
for marriage h been very notably ad- 
vanced of late years, and we know that 
the lament of many a match-making 
mamma is that the most dreaded rivals of 
her darling are not to be found so much 
among the girls of her Own age as among 
women who not many years ago would 
have been relegated to the ranks of hope- 
lese old maidenhood. The fact that the 
middle-aged lady of today is much younger 
in manner and tastes is, of course, not the 
only reason for this, but it is among the 


most potent.

Alton has drifted back on the wave of 
the flood to the good old days of yore. 

Once more it is the terminus of great 
railroads. Steamers are close-nosed at its 
wharf. Thousands of travelers throng the 
paved way between the trains and the 
boats. A multitude sees there, for the first 
time, the great Mississippi river, with many 
“Ahs!"" and Obs.“ 

The great flood of 1908 has brought about 
the renascence. It is the good old Alton 
of long ago, when little boys climbed on 
the tops of box cars in the autumn of 1800 
and saw the Prince of Walés—now Edward 
Vil—pass 80 close they could have reached 
out and thumped his shining silk hat. 

Alton was in those days the southere ter- 
minus of the Chicago & Alton railroad. The 
Eads bridge had not been built. Steamers 
took passengers between St. Louis and the 
Chicago & Alton trains at Alton. 

The dig flood has brought it all back. 
The Chicago & Alton, the Burlington, the 
Big Four and the Wabash dumped their 
tens of thousands of westbound passen- 
gers into Alton all last week. High and 
dry, it was the nearest point of approach 
to St. Louls. The boats filled the 25-mile 
gap between Alton and St. Louis. 

All last week thé Alton wharf was a 
sight to behold. It was crowded with peo- 
ple. It was traversed by mountain ranges 
made wholly of trunks. It was overshad- 
owed by great towers of express. Mall 
sacks lay piled as high as the hills. Milk

cans sat as many cubits high and broad 
as Noah’s ark. 

There had not been so much doing on 
the Alton levee since the civil war, when 
the steamers brought Confederate prisot- 
ers for the Alton prison. The four rati- 
roads discharging and receiving there did 
an enormous business. Trains reached the 
city at night, when every hotel was crowa- 
ed. People slept in the T. M. C. A. rooms. 
at private homes. Many of them sat up on 
their trunks. More than one traveler laid 
down on one of the crowded boats and 
pillowed his head on his grip.

Pennsylvanians Charge the Trustee 
Has Violated His Trust in Dis- 
posing of the Organization’s 
Property. 


Pa., June 13—Heirs of 
George Rapp, founder of the famous 


Harmony Society, Boonomy, Beaver 
County, are preparing to ask the courts 
to d clare the trust estate at an end 
and to distribute the property to the 
complainants. 

Th will contend that John 8. Duss, 
the sole trustee of the society, and fa- 
mous we er and band leader, has 
violated his trust in disposing of the 
society's 3 to the Liberty Land 
Co. and the American Bridge Co., and 
that the objects of the old society are 
at an end. 

George C. Buell, attorney for the heirs, 
will soon file the necessary papers in the 
United States courts for the western 
district of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Buell, speaking of the suit, said: 
“The plaintiffs in the case are G. 
Rapp of Keyport, N. J.; Mrs. Ada Pver- 
itt of Jersey * Mrs. Louisa R. Tyron, 
Mrs. Elizabeth B. Munn of Bayonne, N. 
: Mrs. Jessie Wright, Mrs. Chrishie 
Rodgers of New York City, and Mrs, 
Carrie Hudson of Chicago. The defend- 
ants will include the Harmony Society, 
John S. Duss, his wife, Christine Schoen- 
@man, aged 80 years; Barbara Bosc 
aged 86 years; Franz Gilman, aged 8 
years, only surviving members of the 
society; the Union Co., the Liberty Land 
Co., the Commonwealth Real Estate and 
Trust Co., the American Bridge Co. and 
all others who have had transactions 
with the society in the attempt to dis- 

pose of the properties. 

“The courts will be asked to make 
suitable provision for the five surviving 
members during their lives. 

“The bill will allege conspiracy on the 
part of the defendants for the direct pur- 

se of getting control of the properties 
or private gain. It will also charge that 
certain suits instituted within the last 
few years were instituted by Duss and his 
associates for the purpose of creating a 
color of right to alienate the Pro- 
erty. Christian Schwartz and others, who 
sued as descendants of former members 
of the society, were defeated on the grounds 
that they had no interest as would entitle 
them to a share in the assets. 

— heirs charge that the 

suit has many earmarks of ¢ol- 
lusion to defraud them out of their inter- 
ests. They will try to show that the Union 
Co. and the Liberty Land Co. are merély 
cat’s-paws. 

“The property immediately involved in 
the recent transfers by Duss and the Union 
Co. comprises all of Harmony township, 
Beaver County, Penn., containing about 
three thougand acres, including one hun- 
dred and fifty acres conveyed to the Amer- 
ican Bridge Co. 

“The tract conveyed by a pretended deed 
to the Liberty Land Co. of 2860 acres for 
the alleged price of $2,500,000 has by pre- 
tense been bonded to the Commonwealth 
Real Estate and Trust Co. of Pitteburg for 
,000,000, and it is contended that this land 
will soon be open for sale and extended 
developments in the establishing of a great 
city and under the direction of the Car- 
negie Steel Co. The bill will allege that 
the pretended consideration for the property 
are ridiculously low and show prima facie 
evidence of the alleged fraud.“

year 1604 by George Rapp and about three 
hundred of his followers, holding certain 
peculiar religious views, who came to 
America from the Kingdom of Wurtem- 
burg, Germany.

New Record Made by Ex- 
perts Who Are Taking 
Inventory of Unole 
Sam's Wealth. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The twenty-one 
expert young women who are counting all 
of Uncle Sam’s money are setting up some 
new records. One day this week they 
counted $47,520,000 in $20, $50 and $100 new 
benk notes in five and one-half hours. 

The counters are now working on the re- 
serve fund, which, on June 1, when the 
count was commenced, amounted to $403,- 
936,500, according to the books. They are 
now nearly at the three hundred million 
mark, but they have been working on the 
bills of large denomination. The count of 
the smaller bills will not run into impos- 
ing figures so fast, but they will finish the 
count of the reserve fund before the end 
of the month. 


New Notes Take 
Place of Old Ones. 

The reserve fund consists of new notes 
that are kept on hand to take the place 
of worn-out currency. It is unusually 
heavy now on account of the new notes 
that have been printed for the autumn bus- 
ir.ess. Nearly $40,000,000 has been prepared 
for the crop movements, and this is all in 
bills of small denomination. 

The bilis are done up in packages of 
one thousand notes without regard to their 
denomination. After being counted and 
injualed by the counter and inspected by 
the committee, they are sealed up again 
and returned to the vaults. 

The young women begin counting at 9 
o'clock and quit at 3:30, with an hour for 
lunch. Ten packages, or 10,000 notes, con- 
stitute an average day’s work, thougn

Mo., June 13.—Ore prices this 
week were generally the same as last week, 
but the output was a shade larger.

Evidenoe of a Conspiracy to 
Assassinate Marcum Comes 
Out at Trial, 


JACKSON, Ky., June 13.—The startling 
feature of the trial growing out of the 
Marcum assassination is@the drift of evi- 
dence towards a conspiracy implicating 
county officials and others, and tending to 
show that Jett and White had no such mo- 
tives as the conspirator, but were simply 
hired to kill J. B. Marcum, who was the at- 
torney for parties contesting the election 
of county officials. The defense attempted 
to have the case continued on account of 
the absence of witnesses and on account of 
the illness of one of the attorneys for the 
defense.

For Reports From Corn and Cotton 
Fields the Watchers of Stock

a Waiting.

NEW YORK, June 13.—-The Evening 
Post in its Wall street review today says: 

Prices on the stock market advanced 
rather cautiously in the opening hour; 
then, when a very favorable bank state- 
ment appeared, at half past 11, the mar- 
ket declined decidedly. This is what usu- 
ally happens after a movement such as 
the past two days have witnessed. In- 
vestors keep their stocks; speculators 
realize“ on the first favorable develop- 
ment, 

The loan contraction shown by the 
bank return is $11,700,000, which is much 
the largest reported since the opening 
week of March, when the wholesale shift- 
ing of loans to Germany relieved our 
banks. That we have done with make- 
shifts of that sort, and have sought re- 
lief in the only sound and reasonable 
way, is a cause for congratulation. 

It must be observed that, although 
this contraction of loans and liabilities, 
along with some $1,700,000 gain in cash 
holdings for the week, has added $4,- 


700.000 to surplus bank reserVes, the re- 


serve fund still remains far below the 
normal average for this period. Except 
for 1901, it is the lowest reported at this 
date since 1891. Much, therefore, still 
remains to be corrected, and it will not 
be corrected by a “boom.” Except for 
sharp early advances in St. Paul, Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit. Baltimore & Ohio, 
and one or two other stocks, the market 
moved rather cautiously at the start. The 
rush of liquidation, when the bank state- 
ment appeared, canceled most of the 
earlier gains, and in many stocks ended 
the day with net declines. 

In reality the market has paid slight 
attention to the week's develoments out- 
side of the Stock Exchange. They have 
certainly been favorable, if compared 
with the doubts and fears of a week ago. 
This is, of course, particularly true as 
regards the wheat crop—a fundamental 
element in the country’s financial: wel- 
fare during the rest of 1903. For corn 
and cotton, the watchers-~must continue 
waiting. Speculative markets thus far 
seem to speak reassuringly of the one, 
and daiscouragingly of the other. But 
even the markets must be read with the 
greatest caution at this season. 

On Wednesday Wall street was con- 
vinced, almost to a man, that three or 
four large concerns were in serious em- 
barrassment. On Thursday it was eaual- 
ly certain that nobody had been bothered 
at all. and there were hints at a return- 
ing “boom.” with revival of deals.“ and, 
presumably of underwriting syndicates. 
We shall have no panic, but we shall 
have no boom. 

The plain and simple fact is that on 
AVednesday afternoon the markets at last 
reached the level for which they had 
been groping—sometimes 1 
sometimes hysterically — during six 
months past; the level at which real cap- 
al would return in quantity.. The kind 
of investment capital which then came 
in does not arrive with the purpose of 
stirring up a boom; it is willing either 
io hold what it has bought or to sell at 
a handsome profit, but it will hardly cre- 
ate such chance of profit by making bids 
on its own account above the market. 

It is always when the use or misuse 
capital is in question that the de- 
„pments of the day grow doubtful. 
Waere the victims who were writhing 

the descending avalanche of stocks 
‘ yeek? Vhat was their situation 
and what is it now? They were not, 
“ow, in peril of insolvency; yet if 
Were not somehow crippled, their 
Javior es certainty peculiar. Prob- 
ably something may be read, by analogy, 
from the growing scandal of the ship- 
vard trust. It will perhaps be doubted 
by most well informed Wall street men 
whether the allegations of the lawsuit 
just begun are in all particulars correct. 
The promoters did not emerge with so 
very enormous profits; one at least 
among them shrewdly suspected to have 
enffered severely in the recent liquida- 
tion. 

Nevertheless. the bringing of the suit 
fs a Wholly beneficial move. Whoever 
the actual culprit. the swindle was of too 
huge, and. it may be added, of too typical 
m character to be ignored by the courts 
of law.

ONTRACTORS who undertake ex- 
cavating work always have a large 
— factor of chance to compete 
against. The cost of removing so many 
thousand cubic feet of earth might be 
easily computed, if one knew exactly what 
sort of material was to be encountered 
underneath the surface. Obstacles in the 
way of rocks or quicksands may outcrop 
ingthe most unexpected places, and the 
contractor must reckon on all these things 
in making his bid. 


Sometimes contractors find treasures as 
well as obstacles. A contractor who re- 
cently undertook to remove a very large 
hill slope near St. Louis discovered, to his 
amazement, that after passing through a 
few feet of clay, the entire hill was filled 
with a high quality of moulding sand, 
which was worth to him twice the amount 
paid him for removing it. 

It remained for Superintendent Strickler 
and the contractors at work excavating 
the hillside selected for the Government 
Building at the World’s Fair, however, to 
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discover a coal mine included in the ma- 
terial they were to remove. 


Coal deposits, deep down beneath the 
surface of the original hill, had been an- 
ticipated when some testing pits were 
sunk. These pits. were made at Super- 
intendent Strickler's instance, in order to 
determine the nature of the foundations. 
One pit showed coal deposits at the very 
center of thé proposed structure. There 
were outcroppings at the extreme end, but 
not much attention was paid to them, ex- 
cept as they indicated good foundation 
material. 


That was away back in August last. The 
fact had been almost forgotten when the 
contractors got to work tO mow down the 
big hillside last spring. Day after day 
the big steam shovels were at work, par- 
ing off the slope of the hill ab one might 
slice a huge loaf of bread. As they worked 
down to. the proper level for the founda- 
tions of the building, the outcroppings of 
the coal deposits became more and more 
pronounced. There was coal apparently all 


It is only scratching the surface now, of 
course, for the velns outcrop in so many 
places near the building that there is no 
necessity to dig deeper.

In 1793 most of the monarchies of Europe 
were allied against the Frenoh Revolution 
and were marching toward Paris. Toulon. 
on the shores of the Mediterranean, was 
the great- naval depot and arsenal of 
‘France. It had been seized by the Eng- 
dish when it was filled with French mili- 
tary stores. English and Spanish men or 
War were riding at anchor in the harbor, 
‘and the French government decided to 
make an effort to reconquer the port. 
Adjutant Cervoni was sent to Marseilles 
to see if he could find some military offi- 
‘cer to be instructed with the siege bat- 
‘teries before Toulon. While strolling 
through the street Cervoni met Napoleon, 
“who had just arrived from Avignon, 
whither he had escorted a convoy of am- 
“munition.

difficulties, and. Alfred F. Norton, originator of this 
unique and hitherto successful project in the eommer- 
eial field, has met his first defeat in this city, though 
he claims that it is but temporary and that he will 


yet triumph. 


Organized labor has accomplished the 


downfall of the Christian grocery’’ here, for the time 
being at least, and Mr. Norton is now packing his 
stock preparatory to taking his departure. 

Labor unions were not known in the davs when Christ was on the 
‘earth, and Mr. Norton, having no biblical precedent, overlooked the 
walking delegate of modern times in the selection of his corps of assist- 
ants, thereby bringing upon himself a war with the Retail Clerks’ Union 


and the ranks of organized labor in general.

At present it looks as if the merchants of this 


city will be allowed to, ply their trade in the old orthodox way, but Mr. 
Norton says that the Lord is on his side and that he has no fear of the 


result. 


ORTON came to Hartford City some 
N time ago with a flourish of 
trumpets, purchased the stock of E. 
L. Winters and announced that he would 
apply his peculiar methods of business to 
the sale of general merchandise. His fame 
had gone before him, and, while his advent 
was hailed with delight by many on ac- 
count of a prospect of cheaper provisions, 
others were slow to take up with the idea. 
not being sure of the quality of goods that 
would be placed on sale. The Christian 
merchant, however, placed all doubts at 
rest and his fresh wares, low\prices and 
fair treatment drew a large traue to tho 
Christian store in a short time. her mer- 
chants saw their best custofmers slipping 
away from them and were powerless to 
stop the rush to their competitom Whose 
prices they could not meet. — 

Then it was that the Christian grocery's 
troubles began. Mr. Norton is very careful 
in the selection of his clerks and usually 
employs persons who are identified with 
church work and whose moral and relig- 
lous standing is above reproach. Some who 
work for him are deacons and no one is 
employed who drinks or who uses tobacco 
in any form. 80 it came about that Mr. 
Norton's corps of assistants was gathered 
from various walks of life. This soon came 
to the attention of organized labor in 
Hartford City, and Mr. Norton was ap- 
proached with the proposition of unionizing 
his force. He not onliy refused to enter- 
tain such a proposition, but declared that 
he would have nothing whatever to do 
with union clerks. Then war was declared 
and all good union men were Instructed by 
their several organizations to boycott the 
store run “as Christ would.“ 

This for a few days resulted in a slight 
Gimunition in receipts, but where Norton 
Jost customers from the ranks of the labor- 
‘tng Glasses he soon began to gain more 


from people who were not under the influ- 


‘ence of “unionism,”’ and he was in a fair 
Way to come out with colors flying. But a

Christian store in his regular line of trade, 
pressure was brought to bear upon him by 
the union people and he was also threatened 
with a boycott unless he ordered Mr. Nor- 
ton to vacate the prem ses. Cooley held of? 
for a time, but at last gave in. He ordered 
Norton to give him possession by June 17. 

The man who runs stores as Christ 
has no other course open but to 
leave the city, as all his attempts to se- 
cure another room here have been futile. 
So he is preparing to withdraw from the 
city, defeated but not discouraged. He de- 
clares that he will give his faithful cus- 
tomers here the advantages of a store con- 
ducted on Christian principles If he has to 
erect a building at his own expense, and it 
is said that he is fully able to do 80. 

At Marion, Ind., Norton has been phe- 
nomenally successful in establishing on a 
firm basis his unique business. Within 
the last two years he not only has suc- 
cessfully managed his original Christian 
grocery store at Marion, but he has estab- 
lished five other stores in various parts 
of that city and from month to month he 
has invaded all the neighboring towns un- 
tfl, at present, he has 15 groceries managed 
“as our Savior would.“ 


When Norton first made the announce- 
ment that it was his intention to imitate 
the example of Christ, were He in the 
grocery business, Norton's competitors in 
business shook their heads in doubt and 
declared that his scheme was not feasible 
and that it would end in but one way— 
failure. 


Norton was not in the least discouraged 
by such prophecies, but entered into his 
unique plans with all the energy of hie na- 
ture. Since he opened his original Chris- 
tian grocery at Marion, two years ago, 
Norton has not departed from the prin- 
ciples on which he founded his business. 
Conscientious in his undertaking, he has 
demonstrated in his simple manner that a 
modern business enterprise can be suc- 
cessfully conducted on a large scale, in a 
manner which he thinks is thoroughly in 
accord with the teachings of the Savior." 
Srocery stores ate ine mauner of Christ 
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from Rev. Charles M. Sheldon's book, In 
His Steps, in which the pastor-author de- 
scribes a similar undertaking. When Nor- 
ton announced that it was his determina- 
tion to undertake such an enterprise other 
grocerymen of Marion came to him to ar- 
gue against taking such a step, which they 
declared could end only disastrously to 
himself. They pointed out the fact that 
grocery stores were falling, even under the 
present methods. Their words were with- 
out avail. Not one whit daunted in his 
undertaking, Norton listened to what they 
had to say with patient good nature. 

The general public of Marion was soon 
forced to yield to the beilef of the mer- 
chants of the city that Norton's plan could 
result only in fallure, but th's had the et- 
fect of arousing Norton to greater activ- 
ity. 

„Extravagance,“ said he. “is the whole 
secret of the trouble you may have expe- 
rienced. You are not economical your- 
selves and your customers have learned to 
follow in your footsteps. You buy on cred- 
it; you sell on credit; with all your bad 
bills and your long lists of unnecessary 
expenses it is not to be wondered that you 
fail to make both ends meet.“ 

When Norton launched his first Chris- 
tian grocery store he made several radical 
departures from the old methods of doing 
business, instituting in their stead a num- 
ber of unique features. The result has been 
that the people in every city and town 
where there is a Norton grocery are now 
freely admitting that grocery stores con- 
ducted as Christ would conduct them are 
not only popular, but profitable as well. 
Every one of these Christian stores is gov- 
erned by the same set of iron-clad rules: 

Business for the day closes promptly at 
6 o'clock. 

All empleres are paid ia full at the 
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profit for the day has been made. 

There is no delivery service. 

He personally guards his premises 
ageinst Gre to save the amount of insur- 
ance premium. 

No lquoers, cigars or tobacco 
ried in stock. 

To the poor all goods are sold at cost 
at all times. 

These are the unique features of Nor- 
ton's Christian grocery stores. Economy is 
Norton's watchword, This he accomplishes 
by paying cash for everything, thus secur- 
ing the advantages of the lowest cash pri- 
ces. By selling for cash only the loss of 
bad accounts is avoided, and by refusing to 
maintain a delivery service one of the 
heaviest expenses connected with the gro- 
cery business is eliminated. , 

Norton dislikes discussing his unique 
plans of doing business. He is very tall 
and correspondingly slender. There is a 
shrewd, yet good-natured twinkle in his 
eyes. He never has very much to say on 
any topic. and in dress and manners he is 
quite retiring, not to say modest. The 
camera is his one pet aversion; he is very 
careful not to expose himself whenever he 
thinks there is one in his vicinity. 

This emulator of Christ says that what- 
ever sentiment he displays is the result of 
hie father’s teaching. Norton is a great 
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„ and is known to all his 
democratic—almost 
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socialistic—tendencies. When a child he 
came with his parents, nearly 50 years ago, 
from Essex County, England. He has con- 
tinued to live for years in Indiana, with 
his wife and three sons. who have now 
reached manhood, and having always been 
fortunate to a degree he has always lived 
in comparative comfort. 

After Norton had succeeded in convinc- 
ing the Marion merchants that he was 
fully determined to carry out his plan of 
conducting a grocery store after the meth- 
ods of Christ, one of the grocerymen of 
the city announced that he was willing 
to sell out to him. The deal created inter- 
est everywhere, and inguries began to be 
made as to how Norton proposed to con- 
vince his customers that he was adhering 
to his principles. 


To these questioners he boldiy replied 
that he had chosen Christ as his ideal, and 
that hisgsnethods of doing business would 
be open to the inspection of every one.

All of these gentlemen are now convinced 
that their work in McDonald County will 
go down in the history of geology and of 
acience.

They have proved that 
Iron Mountain, Pilot Knob and other nat- 
ral elevations in the Ozark chain’ of 
Missouri! were the first to arise above the 
waters that once covered all America.

unearthed were compelled to live a hunted 
existence in caves and other natural re- 
cesses in order to escape from the gigantic 
monsters who roamed the earth in their 
Vicinity. 

The cave in which these astonishing dis- 
coveries have now been made was first 
discovered by Mr. Jacobs. Realizing its 
importance, he notified Prof. Moorehead 
and others and the expedition of explorers, 
which has made such surprising discoy- 
erden. was sent out to investigate it. 

The cave is four mil north of the 
Arkansas line and 12 m ast of the 
Indian Territory line. After the scientific 
men started out from here a month ago, 
they set a force of ten men at work ex- 
cavating this cave, which they were con- 
vinced would show astonishing revela- 
tions. The cave is 70 feet long and ap- 
pears to be a hole dug out of the solid 
rock. 

It is supposed to have been used for 
many years by the cave dwellers. They 
are believed to have taken refuge in it 
from dinosaurs and other enemies and to 
have built fives in it whose ashes now 
form the on The bottom of the cave 
at present ig covered with a coat of ashes 
three fect deep, and Prof. Gould says that 

are 80% cubic feet of these as in 
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skeietons of the oldest men in-~the world. 
They may be a million years old for all 
that anybody can tell. 

It has been proved beyond question that 
they are more than 10,000 years old at the 
very lowest estimate. All along the back 
of the cave the water pouring off the lime- 
stone rocks formed gigantic stalactites. 
These are of slow growth. .They are solid 
pillars of stone formed by the salts from 
trickling water, and they do not grow 
more than an inch in a century. 

The stalactites in this cave, which are of 


the bed of ashes in which the skeletons 
have beer found. Sciemce, therefore, knows 
with absolute certainty that the skeletons 
were buried first and that the stalactites 
were formed later, and as ‘they are obvi- 


a rough idea may be obtained as to how 
long these bodies have been in the ground. 
Prof. Gould says that many thousands of 
years have been necessary to the forma- 
tion of the smallest of the stalactites. 


The important point in regard to this 
discovery is the very small number of pre- 
historic skeletons hitherto found anywhere. 
They number only four. The only one of 
these prehistoric skelctons found in Amer- 
lea was dug out a number of years ago in 
California. Of these found in Europe one 
was the English skull, found near Engis, 
in Belgium. The second, the Neanderthal 
skull, was found in Germany. The third, 
the Man-of-Spy skull, was found near the 
village of Spy. These remaing were all 
unearthed along the lower Rhine valley. 

Up to a year ago anthropologists had 
found no positive proof of the existence of 
a prehistoric race of men on the American 
continent. Last year, as was fully de- 
scribed in the Post-Dispatch at the time, 
a sensational discovery was made near Lan- 
sing, Kan., when a skull was dug up which 
has excited much controversy since. But 
later evidence has tended to show that the 
Lansing skull was not of prehistoric origin. 

‘he four skulls that have been found in 
southwest Missouri are unquestionably of 
the same order as those unearthed in the 
valley of the Rpine, but the evidence goes 
to show that they are much older, and that 
in Misscuri, if anywhere, must be placed 
the cradle of the human race} for human 
remains, the oldest known to selence, and 
the most peculiar, have now come to view. 


A glance at any of these four skulls 
shows that while they are unquestionably 
those of human beings, they in no way re- 
semble the skulls of human beings exist- 
ing on the earth today. They have some 
of the characteristics of the monkey skull 
and some of those of other orders of ani- 
mals, yet possess many well-marked hu- 
man attributes, Unquestionably they show 
man in his first stages of development. 

The striking characteristic of all these 
skulls fs the low. forehead. In fact, these 
men of the dinosaur age had hardly any 
forehead’ at all. Their heads looked pre- 
cisely Une the heads of gorillas and their 
intelligence must have been of the lowest 
order. 

At the same time it is clear that these 
men had some intelligence, because they 


been found alongside these skeletons. show- 
ing that, although the originals may have 
lived a ‘million Years ago, nevertheless 
they had made the first step toward civil- 
ization by fashioning things to secure their 
own comfort and safety. 

These implements found in large numbers 
in the mysterious cave which is now being 
explored, consist of knives, spearheads and 
drills made out of flint, &s well as bone 
needles and vessels of stone. From these 
we know not only what the prehistoric 
man looked like, but how he lived. We 
know now that when dinosaurs roamed 
abroad, mankind already had reached the 
stage when knives and spears were being 
employed. 

The most extraordinary feature ot this 
discovery, however, has yet to be report-

Science claims that a member, from use, 
becomes in the course of years highly de- 
veloped. Therefore, man's legs are longer 
than his arms. When man gave up walk- 
ing on all fours and began to stand erect 
and to use two legs only, then, it is 
claimed, his legs greaw stronger and big- 
ger, and his arms grew weaker and small- 
er. in the gorilla the arms of the animal 
are much longer and stronger than the 
legs. This is perhaps the most interesting, 
as it certainly is the most surprising, fea- 
ture of the prehistoric skeletons which have 
been unearthed by Prof. Gould and his as- 
sociates. 

The claim is freely made that no one of 
the three skulls unearthed in Europe ap- 


ed. As has been said, the skulls of these 
prehistoric men are radically different from 
the skulls of the men of today, although 
not the slightest question is entertained 
as to their being human skulls. It might 
be supposed that, while the skull of prehis- 
toric man shows a low order of develop- 
ment, his skeleton would be about the 
same as that of the man of today. It is 
not so, however. 

As man has risen in the scale of civiliza- 
tion, the discovery now made in Missouri 
shows that not only has the shape of his 
head undergone a marked change, but 
that the shape of his skeleton has also 
materially altered. All of the four skee- 


tons unearthed in the Missouri cave show

each skeleton. The Missouri skulls, so far 
as they have been examined, antedate the 
Neanderthal skull, which is the oldest of 
those found in Europe, by thousands of 
years. Here, therefore, is the first man of 
whom history has any record—the missing 
link, the monkey-man, the man-monkey, 
the enemy of the dinosaur.

The exploration of the remarkable cave, 
however, has only begun.

further astonishing discoveries may be 
made there in the immediate future.

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GREAT STORAGE BATTERY FOR ST. LUIS 


Transit Company to Install Immense 
Electrical Reservoir to Hold 
Surplus Current for the 


World’s Fair Traffic. 


S part of the preparation for the ex- 
A traordinary traffic expected during 
the Wordl’s Fair, the St. Louis Tran- 
sit Co. is arranging to install a monster 
storage battery. This battery bears the 
game relation to the generators supplying 
power for driving the trolley cars that 
a reservoir does to the large pumps at the 
waterworks. By this it is meant that the 
battery can receive the gurplus electricity 
generated by the machines when it is not 
needed by the cars, and then when the cur- 
rent required by the cars is more than the 
capacity of the machines, the battery can 
make up the difference until it le emptied. 

This method of using storage batteries in 
connection with trolley roads is not new, 
but it has remained for the St. Louls 
Transit Co. to install the largest one of 
these batteries now in service anywhere 
in the world. This battery is known as 
the Chloride Accumulator’ and will be 
installed by the £lectric Storage Battery 
Co. of Philadelphia in a sub-station to be 
erected by the transit company on Locust 
street, near Seventeenth street.

Cooper, who predicts that a bloody 
social revolution. is sure to take 
place, and he names the date— 
1907, only four years hence 
This book, which is entitled 
The Handwriting on the Wall, 
or, Revolution in 1907,’’ is bound 
in red cloth, contains 877 pages, 
and is the product of the P. H. 
Roberts Publishing Co. It is viv- 
idly illustrated, but measurably 
temperate of language. Mr. Coop- 
er, however, does not mince his 
words. He undertakes to prove 
that a revolution in which human 
blood will flow is bound to take 
place after the presidential suc- 
cession of 1907, irrespective of the 
political affiliation of the Presi- 
dent who may be inaugurated. In 
the opinion of this man who rep- 
resented for four years one of the 
important Ohio congressional dis- 
tricts, the present social system in 
the United States rests above the 
boiling crater of a Pelee whose 
wrath is sure to belch forth four 
years from now, and he believes 
that the eruption will be terrible. 
The book is remarkable not 
only for its definite prediction of 
che social revolution vaguely fore: 
‘“easted by many sociologists al- 
ready, but because it is made up 
very largely of quotations of news 
and editorial articles that have 
appeared during the past few 
years in the newspapers. Many of 
the. news stories that have ap- 
peared in the Post-Dispatch re- 
garding city boodling, the Tran- 
sit company, the coal strike and 
other nratters of recent interest, 
are uged by Mr. Cooper to illus- 
trate his arguments.

He tells that he was born in Ohio on a 
farm 65 years ago, but went early to Ein- 
cinnati and engaged in a mercantile pur- 
suit until a trust drove him out of busi- 
ness. He accepted an offer with another 
firm, in the interior ot the state, worked 
ito @ partnership, and finally bought out 
the business. At the age of 36 he found 
himself with a large business, a substan- 
Hal bank account, a growing family, fine 
health and excellent prospects, 


It was impossible for Mr. Cooper to con- 
celve that financial disaster might happen 
to him. He knew his line of business thor- 
oughly and could see no possibility of fall- 
ure, provided things took their natural 
course—the normal line of trade as it ran 
in those days.

trust, but the future congressman was firm. 
He held his ground--that is, until the trust 
froze him out and his business failed ut- 
terly, and then he began tu study the trust 
question. 

In 1894,“ he writes, I was ruined. All 
my money and real estate were gone, and 
I gave up the fight. But I took up the 
battle in another and indirect way. In 1891 
some friends asked me to run for Congress, 
* * © My whole attitude changed. Here 
was my chance. I might go to Congress 
and raise my. voice in protest against the 
cutthroat policy of tho trusts.” 

He accepted the nomination, was elected, 
and at the end of his term was re-elected. 
When he stood for a third term the lawycr 
who had visited him as a representative 
of the trust was his opponent, and Mr. 
Cooper says that he was defeated by this 
man with the aid of the trusts, which 
poured money ke water for the debauch- 
ment of the ballot. 

During his two terms in Congress Mr. 
Cooper fought the trusts tooth and. tongue, 
but he admits that he made no headway. 
Others had tried the same thing and failed 
similarly: the clutch of the octopus was 
too strong. But his attitude in Congress 
caused the trusts.to put up their own can- 
didate and defeat him, and then he con- 
cluded to leave the state. He came to St. 
Louis, settled here, liked the city so well 
that he determined to spend the remainder 
of his days in its borders, and he is still 
fighting the trusts, the book under discus- 
sion being his latest cudgel. 

Mr. Cooper discusses at length the form- 
ation and the nature of trusts, giving spe- 
cific instances, notably. the Standard Oil 
Co.'s tactics in regard to the Beaumont 
oil flelds. He continues: 

“Another great trust is one existing in 
St. Louls, known as the transit company, 
organized by combining all the street rail- 
ways. It is capitalized at $90,000,000, which 
formerly the state law of Missourl would 
not permit. But the state legislature was 
bribed, and the law changed. * They 
then bribed both the Council and House of 
Delegates in St. Louis to pass the measure 
for them, a full account of which is given 
in another chapter.“ (The account referred 
to is quoted from the Post-Dispatch.—Edi- 
tor Sunday Magazine.) 

“After securing the passage of the bill, 
they had the city and public completely at 
their mercy, and subjected them to al 
manner of indignities. They refused to run 
enough cars, and night and morning packed 
and handled the passengers like so many 
cattle. In winter over half the time the 
cars were not heated. They always ran 
them at a terrific’ rate of speed, and the 
number of people killed and injured was 
appalling. ö . 

“The public protested in vain. The pa- 
pers scathingly denounced the wholesale 
murder, but to no effect. Every day added 
to the list, until it was impossible to pick 
up a paper without being shocked by these 
horrible accounts of. school children, men 
and women being either maimed or k'lled 
by these modern engines of death.“ ‘

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haps outsiders received incorrect reports of 
the affair. St. Loulsans know the truth. 
Whether hard-working employes or this 
murderous band of law-breakers were to 
blame may easily be determined.“ 

The author outlines thus the consequences 
that would follow a general strike or tie- up 
of the railroads of the United States: Fuel 
would soon be so scarce and food so utterly 
impossible to secure that the government 
statisticians estimate that in two weeks 
starvation would seize the larger cities, and 
the distress and misery would be something 
unheard of before. 

“ ‘But,’ some will say, ‘the government 
will order out the federal troops; railroad 
traffic will be started, even if blood must 
be shed.’ 

“Exactly. This 1s precisely what will 
happen. The federal troops and the peo- 
ple will clash and blood will be shed. 
But mark! This is not the only difficul- 
ty that will have to be contended with 
in the year 1907. The railroad question, 
like the trust question, is only one of 
many equally dangerous factors that will 
have to be contended with. On all sides 
will be strife and turmoil just as terri- 
ble. And while it is true that the gov- 
ernment will send federal troops to the 
various scenes of carnage, is it not true 
that a revolution is on when the people 
and the government clash? 

Mr. Cooper sees ahead the national rail- 
road trust, signs of which are now in the 
air, and from that prospect predicates the 
national transportation strike. 


He seeks to show that the railroads 
heartless corporations, and backs up his 
argument not only with many figures, but 
with the story of a small boy who, badly 
injured while riding on top of a freight car 
through a tunnel, was taken off the train 
at Jeffersén City. From 9 p. m. until 2 
p. m. the lad lay on a stretcher at the 
depot without medical attention, because 
the city authorities and the railroad. of- 
ficials were disputing as to which concern 
should care for him. Finally Congressman 
Richard Bartholdt of St. Louls saw the 
boy there, unconscious and apparently dy- 
ing, and ordered that the sufferer be taken

to a hospital and cared for at his own ex-. 


pense.

Mr. Cooper, in a chapter on legislation, 
lobbying and elections, pays his respects to 
the “Indians” of St. Louis. He was com- 
paratively a newcomer in 1901, and the 
spring election interested him. 

“I thought I knew something about 
fraudulent elections,“ he writes, but this 
St. Louis election surely must have sur- 
passed anything previously attempted in 
the United States. * * * These ballot box 
stuffers were called ‘Indians.’ They even 
referred to themselves as ‘Indians.’ To 
carry this joke further, a wagon load of 
these thugs were dressed up like Indians 
and driven through the heart of the city. 
A painted ‘legend bore this sign, Butler's 
Indians.’ As they rode about the city they 
discharged’ their revolvers in: the air and 
shouted and whooped like real red men. 
They were so secure in their boldness that 
it was fun. 1 drove about the city 
in a buggy during the day, following dif- 
ferent gangs and watching different polls. 
There was something horrible and morbid- 
ly fascinating in these sights, especially 
so to me. It made me feel as though an 
icy hand were clutching at my heart. 
I would not be surprised if a number of 
thugs trad been brought from the Work- 
house and the penitentiary to execute this 
diabolical. task. As they slouched along I 
actually saw them hold up citizens and go 
through their pockets. * * * In every 
case they were upheld (as repeaters) by 
the police. In many instances the police 
clubbed and drove back honest voters. 
s* ¢ „ 

After fraudulent elections place the 
tools of the corporations in power, 16 it 
reasonable to suppose that they will legis- 
late for the public good? It is absurd to 
expect such a thing. One might as well 
expect to gather grapes from thorns and 
figs from thistles. This copdition of at- 
fairs prevails in every large city, in every 
state and in the national legislative hall of 
this country. 

‘“Hiere then we have one more factor at 
work, and the result will be to hasten the 
revolution. * * Already the strain is 
telling. Something will have to give way. 
Is your ear to the ground? Do you hear 
the snapping, the rumbling, as the founda- 
tions of this republic are being under- 
mined?” .

N twenty years more than 500,000 divorces in the 
United States! During the same period in all Eu- 
rope, with 380,000,000 population, as against our 80, 
000,000, there were 214,841 divorces. 

More than 1,500,000 American children have 
seen their homes broken up. The lawyers have been 
paid $26,000,000 for services in divorce suits. The 
number of persons divorced would populate the state 

of Nebraska or the city of Philadelphia. They are more than the popu- 
lation of each of twenty-five states and territories of the Union. 
These figures are from statistics and estimates furnished by Rev. Father 
William O’Brien Pardow. 

There is to be a union of the clergy of all denominations, Roman 
Catholic; Episcopalian, Presbyterian, Methodist, and many more, to 
stem the divorce tide in this country. Already a sub-committee has 
been formed. It is to be a syndicate of churches of different beliefs, 
working side by side! . 

It is to be a union of courtesy, not of law, civil or ecclesiastical. 
Briefly, when a clergyman of any church, whatever the denomination, 
refusés to marry a divorced person, clergymen of all other churches in 
the syndicate will, by courtesy, respect his action and likewise refuse 
to perform the ceremony. 

The Episcopalians, headed by Rev. Dr. David H. Greer, rector of St.

N these days of modern civilization we 
| glory in the horseless carriage, smoke- 

less powder and wireless telegraphy; 
soon we will be coming to the motherless 
child and the childless mother. 

More than five hundred thousand di- 
vorces have been granted in the United 
States during the past 20 years. Think of 
the homes broken up, the children whose 
parents are separated, the untold misery 
that such a state of affairs brings about! 
There are today in this land probably as 
many as 1,600,000 children who have not 
what we call a real home—the home in 
which father and mother unite to bring 
up their children as God willed them to do. 

In 1889, by authority of Congress, the 
United States commissioner of labor was 
ordered to report upon marriage and dt- 
vorce in the United States for the 20 years 
from 1867 to 1886 inclusive. He found that 
in that time there had been granted 3238,- 
716 divorces—657,432 people had severed the 
marriage tie! All we can say in estimating 
figures for the past 20 years is that the 
ratio is increasing every year, and that 
since those figures were compiled more 
than a round half million of divorces have 
been added to the number. :

Considering the loose hold that religion 
seems now to be having upon so many of 
the people of the United States, it seems 
as if the power of coming to the rescue of 
the country has been transferred from the 
church to society.

Those who have read John Lu-

The Mme. Butterfly” of the Philippines 
appears rather different in the sequel. The 
countries of the East (especially the Phil- 
ippines) have been somewhat Americanized 
—we call it elvilized—since John Luther 
Long’s book was written. That she waited 
like her protetype of Japan, many days 
in the thatched cottage of bamboo which 
they had shared together for the home- 
coming of her lieutenant is not to be 
doubted. But at the end she was not 80 
resourceless as her Japanese s‘ster had 
been. She did not kill herself. She had 
learned, perhaps, that tragedy is old-fash- 
toned in America. She came to San Fran- 
cisco in search of her leutenant. She 
failed, of course, to find him there, and the 
journey across the great country that 
spread out west of her for thousands of 
miles was too much for her waning cour- 
age. She started back for the Philippines, 


who advised her to lay her case before 
the war department at Washington. This 
she did. 

The judge advocate-general has just an- 
nounced a provisional decision. It shows 
that the war department is not romantic. 
Lieut. Burbank contended in his defense 
that he had not married the girl of the 
Filipinos. the had sent to the department 
a copy of a marriage certificate. The judge 
advocate held that the certificate was not 
properly winessed, and that the case must 
be further investigated. He also took oc- 
casion to declare in effect that in all cases 
like th's (and there are sa'd to be many 
on record) the, war department would, do 
nothing for the women of the Philippines, 
or to punish the recreant American sol- 
diers, unless a legal marriage were actually 
proved.

Don't worry. The Taglio girls won't. All 
much-traveled people know that Japan is 
the home of hundreds of women who have 
Leen the wives of one or two of thfee of- 
ficers of the American navy who now 
have sons at Annapolis or daughters at 
Vassar and wives in New York or some- 
where along the coast. According to 
Oriental ideas, no great wrong has been 
dene these Japanese girls by their sailor 
lovers. and no great wrong has been done 
the Filipino girls by their soldier boys. 

In New York monogamy is an estab- 
lirhed institution in theory if not in prac- 
tice. In the Philippines and in Japan 
morality is not essential to good repute.

in Tokia In Tokio im- 
morality is not protected by the police as 
in New York. Custom makes the law in 
Tokio. The police make it in New York— 
for a consideration. The girl of the yoshi- 
wara after a year or two marries and lives 
happy ever afterward, just liks the girl in 
the story. The girl from the tea gardens 
in Tokio differs in no way from the Fu- 
ipino girl who has taken unto herself an 
American soldier husband. In neither case 
is immorality, as Americans understand it, 
practiced. The customs of Japan promise 
to establish a standard of morals in the 
Philippines, where there has never been 
any, according to the testimony of all his- 
turlans and travelers. 

Filial duty leads many Filipino girls to 
take husbands who practically buy them 
cutright. In Japan a nakodo, or marriage 
broker, conducts the bargain; not so in 
the Philippines. The father, who needs 
the money, or the mother arranges the 
daughters for a term of years as New 
Yorkers lease a flat or a house. In Japan 
there is some sort of a native marriage 
ceremony, and sometimes also in the Phil- 
ippines. but the young girl is often indif- 
ferent to such formality. When the term 
for which the native wife was taken ex- 


pires she returns to the home of her, an- 
cestors and makes ready for her real wed- 
ding day, the day when she marries a na- 
tive. There is no deception in these con- 
tracts. The girl understands perfectly well 
that when the ship sails her loyer, husband 
or guardian, call him what you will, must 
sail with it, and she is often content to lose 
him. . 

Viewed from the moral standards of the 
Occident, this scheme of life is atrocious, 
barbaric, vile. The Oriental sces nothing 
but good in it, In some other respects the 
morals at Tokio are centurfes ahead of 
New York, Dont storm; accept the fact. 

It would be a rare sight to see a score 
of beauties bathing on Broadway, and the 
cfowd would count 10,000. Just as pretty 
women and just as good women bathe 
everyhere and anywhere in Japan in the 
same pool with their lovers, their broth- 
ers and the men from miles around. 

In some sections of the country girls ge 
naked and no harm befallg them. The na- 
kedness, the tea gardens; the temporary 
marriages, ihe filial devotion and other 
things strange to us are all common te 
Oriental Japan, to China and to the Phil- 
ippines, and, he who objects is considered 
narrow and unenlightened. They do not 
understand us any better in Tokio than we 
understand the Japanese in New York. 

Kissing, one of our sacred institutions, is 
regasded and described as dirty, senselers 
and vulgar’ in the Japanese coinmenta- 
ries. 


A Japanese gentleman would not think of 
touching his lady love with his hands, It 
would be undignified, even rude. 

Here a kiss is a seal, a bond, a sign ot 
etfection. Somebody sealed a will with a 
kiss the other day, and the court approved. 
What applies to Japan to a marked degree 
applies to the Ffiipinos and the Philippines, 
Ethnological differentiation of the % tribes 
in the Philippines is impossible. Mongrel 
is the worst word for most of them. Jap- 
anese, Chinese, Malay, Negrito and all oth- 
ers common to the Far East and tropics 
are there. Some the best of them: some 
the worst of them. Taken en masse the 
Filfpinos are in an abnormal mood. They 
are generally engaged in efforts to adjust 
themselves to new and unfamiliar condi- 
tions, or they are strongly striving to 
nullfy these conditions. One investigator 
in the country will stamp them a dirty jot 
because of needed sanitation, while anoty.- 
er will exploit their cleanliness because 
bathing is a sort of religious diss'pation 
with them. 

Some travelers say there 600 Islands in 
the archipelago; some say 1200. In any event 
there are too many of them. Some are 
the size of a rug; others as big as New 
York State and New England combined. 
The people are not industrious despite the'r 
versatility. The Tagalas and the Visaynos 
are the best of all the classes. 

The Filipino women are modest and 
temperate in everything. They are truer 
types than the women of England 
or America. They are more honest, less 
self-conscious, and surely less prudish. 
The Japanese have been active factors in 
thePhilippines since the sixteenth century,

ERE in St. Louis, as elsewhere, the pernicious influence of litera- 
ture of the “Jesse James Stos ler“ stripe has been felt for many 
years, and only a few days ago at Plainfield, N. J., a small boy

James brothers of Missouri, went out after stuffing his mind 
with stories from “The James Boys’ Weekly” and shot to 
death a little girl playmate. 

Chief of Police Kiely, Chief of Detectives Desmond, As- 
sistant Chief of Detectives Keeley and many other high officials of the St. Louis 
police force unite in emphasizing the criminality of such publications. Frank James 
himself, as is well known, is opposed to such literature and points out the evil effect 
of it upon the susceptible minds of boys who read the stuff. 

The local police records reek with stories of boys who, inflamed by the reading 
of these “nickel novels” amd story papers with lurid titles, have gone upon the war- 
path in absurd bravado and committed crimes, or who have been captured and dis- 
ciplined just in the nick of time to prevent evil deeds.

Wonderful Invention by Which 
May Be Recorded in Fictures 
the Actual Heart- Beats of an 
Ani nal. 


WONDERFUL kodak gun which will 
A photograph the wind or pecord ip 

pictures the heartbeat of 4 living 
animal is the latest contributiim When 
science has made to the world. 

The new invention comes from France. 
Dr. J. Marey. a member of the Institute 
of France, ie the man who has perfected. 
it 80 that it will accomplish what has up 
to the present time been thought to be 
impossible. 

Ur. Marey’s discoveries were made pub- 
lic several months ago before che members 
of the Academy of Science in Paris, but 
his paper was not translated u recently. 
when it was included in the lest report 
of the Smithsonian Institution. 

Until hie paper was read before the sei- 
entists and le rned men of Frame the fol- 
lowing problems were said to be too hard 
for human ingenuity to solve: 

1. How to photograph m ving corre nts of 
alr. 

2. How to photograph the waves 
sea in motion. 

3. How the wind moves when it meets 
an obstacle. 

4. How to photograph the human wee. 

5. How to photograph the heart of a liv- 
ing animal. 

These problems are of interest to every 
one who breathes, not to 4 handful of 
professors merely. The first and third 
problems, for instance, are concerned with 
the way in whic.: fresh alr may be brought 
into a room and the foul air driven out. 

Like the trick of Columbus in making an 
egg stand on its end by chipping off te 
bottom. Dr. Marey’s method of pho -eg- 
ra: was easy enough as soon as it was 
explained.

The first kodak-gun was constructed in 
1882, but it was imperfect in many respects. 
Thomas A. Edison's kinetoscope, invented 
in 18M, introduced a number of improve- 
ments and made moving-picture machines 
practical for theatricai and exhibition pur- 
poses. 

Dr. Marey, the French inventor. has add- 
ed several improvements to Edison's ma- 
chine, besides compressing it into the gun 
shape. 

He has found out how to take larger 
photographs, how to combine the machine 
with a microscope and how to operate it 
in the dark by means of a flashlight at- 
tachment. 

Dr. Marey’s happy thought, In his at- 
tempts to photograph the air, was to send 
a current of hot alr into a current of cold 
ale. 

When lit up by a magnesium flashligut 
the small streams of hot alr are printed on 
the film of the kodak-gun. 

Zy placing wooded blocks of different 
shapes in the path of the hot air currents 
Dr. Marey hes found out how the wind 
circles about when it meets an immovable 
object. 

This is a discovery of great importance 
to people who live in a city of skyscrap- 
pers and strong wind-currents, such as 
New york has become. 


It may now be possible to erect a wind- 
break Ike tne new Flatiron building in 
Madison Scruare without filling the streets 
around it with small cyclones, it the hints 
given by Dr. Marey are carried out. 

Another method by means of which the 
French doctor discovered and photographed 
the course of the wind was by the use of 
currents of smoke, blown through emails 
class tubes.

To Make a ‘Skyscraper’ of Simple Materials

W an enthuelastic angler from the 
Fast told of a creek in Kansas 
which is inhabitated by a pecullar variety 
of trout, said to be found in no other water 
course. The name of the stream is Whit- 
ney creek, and it fiows into Kern river. 
The abode of this particular kind of trout 
cannot be reached by the varieties of fish 
that swarm in the waters below, and the 
angler thus explains why: 

“About six miles from the head of the 
creek there is a perpendicular waterfall 150 
feet high. The rock down which the water 
tumbles is solld and smooth on its face 
from base to summit. There are no pro- 
trucing ledges or hollows at short inter- 
vals on the rock by means of which the 
trout from below, leap by leap, from ledge 
to ledge and hollow to hollow. can scale 
this watery precipice, as trout do in the 
case of thousands of high waterfalls else- 
where; and no trout or salmon that ever 
climbed from mouth to head of the steep- 
est mountain streams can go up this sheer 
fall of 150 feet. 

“Consequently, the trout above that fall 
have never been disturbed by interlopers 
of a different variety, and they live by 
themselves in the pure, cold water, the 
most splendid family of all fresh water fish. 

These trout are literally bespangled with 
burnished gold and dashed with spots of 
the brightest crimson. The first time I 
ever saw one of them I really believed it 
had been artificially ornamented with flakes 
of goldleaf, and that its red spots had been 
heightened in color by the brush. 

“But this is their natural appearance, an! 
when they are taken from the water and 
the sunlight strikes them they glitter as 
if clad in brilllant armor. They are well 
named the golden trout.

Indian Territory Convicts Travel in Special Car 


— 
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NDIAN TERRITORY convicts have 6 
special cur for their traveling. When 
Dr Leo S. Bennett of Muskogee, 
United States marshal. first took office, he 
suon discovered the danger of transport- 
ing big squads of convicts to prison in the 
rexular day coaches. It was not only dan- 
gerous, but also very Inconvenient to the 
ofiicers ‘to have the convicts mixed up with 
ether travelers on the trains. Bo Marshal 
Bennett conceived the plan of having a 
special prison car built. He presented the 
matter to the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway Co., and it fitted up one of its day 
coaches for that purpose. 


The windows, doors and transoms are 
all barred with heavy steel rods. The car 
is as strong almost asa prison cell. When- 
ever the marshal has a batch of prisoners 
to take to court or to the penitentiary, 
he piles them into the prison car and has 
attached to the rear of the train. In this 
way he ls not bothered by the curious 
passengers, and can handle the prisoners 
with ease. The car has now been used for 
six years. It has hauled 2 convicts te 


the Fort Leavenworth pesitentlary: 120 
to the pen at Columbus, O.; 20 Insane con- 
victs to Washington, D. C., and 120 te the 
beys’ reformatory at Boonville, Mo. Be- 
sides this, it has carried at least 200 pris- 
orers from one town to another in the 
territory. to be tried by the courts. 

N« a single prisoner or convict has ever 
escaped from it. Marshal Bennett says 
that no effort has ever been made by a 
convict or prisoner to escape. Prior to that 
time convicts frequently made a dash for 
liberty from moving trains. From four to 
eight guards always accompany the car.
